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English translation of the Address presented by the Public to 
His Exalted Highness. 

In the name of the Almighty and doing ourselves the 
honour of commencing this Address with Your Exalted 
Highness’s own eloquent verses :— 

“How happy the reign that you enjoy to-day which, by 
the grace of God, has seen the completion of its 
twenty-fifth year! Flow can the happiness, the pride 
and delight which are shining in every face to-day be 
described adequately! The tulip and the narcissus, 
nay, even the spring itself all are beside themselves 
with joy to-day.” 

Your Exalted Highness, 

We, representing the 14 million faithful, loyal and loving 
subjects of Your Exalted Flighness, irrespective of nationality, 
religion, caste or class, are united in tendering our sincere 
and loyal felicitations on this happy and auspicious occasion 
of the Silver Jubilee of Your Exalted Highness’s reign. 

Your Exalted FIighness, 

Profound loyalty, deep devotion and faithful allegiance 
to their sovereign are ingrained in the very nature of the in¬ 
habitants of Your Exalted Flighness’s Dominions, and it is 
these very feelings that tend to bridge the distance between 
the ruler and the ruled. The subjects are so deeply devoted 
to their sovereign that they consider his happiness their 
happiness, his sorrow their sorrow. 

During the two hundred years’ rule of the Asafia dynasty, 
these characteristics and traditions, of which Your Exalted 
Highness has had ample testimony, have been handed down 
to us from generation to generation. 

By the grace and dispensation of the Almighty, His 
Highness Asaf Jah I, the founder of the Asafjahi dynasty, 
laid the foundation of his kingdom in the Deccan on the 
golden principles of mercy, benevolence, love and affection 
for his subjects, governing them solely in their interest and 









holding the scales even between class and class, creed and 
creed. During the 200 years’ rule of the Asafjahi dynasty, 
these golden principles of administration have been unswerv¬ 
ingly maintained, these golden links have held firm. 

As the poet Hali says, “ all people that live here live in 
perfect amity; being tolerant, true, sincere and friendly to 
one another. All participate freely in one another’s festivals, 
enjoying them all to their heart’s content. Under the benign 
government, they all enjoy equal rights, none having prefer¬ 
ence. Whether he be Parsi, Hindu, Muslim, or Christian, 
he looks upon the Deccan as his own mother country.” 

The Silver Jubilee of Your Exalted Highness’s rule has 
filled the hearts of your subjects with intense delight and 
stirred their deepest feelings. The happiness of Your Exalted 
Plighness’s subjects has been increased a hundredfold by the 
gracious permission accorded to them of celebrating the 
occasion and sending their representatives into your august 
presence personally and through their loyal addresses to 
convey to Your Exalted Highness the people’s respectful and 
heartfelt felicitations. We see, in the recent rains, which have 
completely averted the dire famine which had threatened 
most of the districts in Your Exalted Highness’s Dominions, 
the mysterious workings of Providence in affording this much- 
wished-for relief and making the Jubilee celebrations doubly 
auspicious. 

Your Exalted Highness, 

The twenty-five years of Your Exalted Highness’s rule 
have been attended by all-round peace and security. It is 
given only to a few fortunate monarchs to chronicle so 
glorious a record of their twenty-five years’ rule. It is wdth 
feelings of the deepest gratitude that Your Exalted Highness’s 
devoted subjects will bear witness to the one conspicuous 
aim Your Exalted Highness has constantly pursued of remov¬ 
ing the gulf existing between the rulers and the ruled and of 
being pleased yourself most graciously to draw Your Exalted 
Highness’s subjects into the closest possible contact with your 
august person. 


It is a matter of pride and rejoicing to see our august 
sovereign, who ascended the Masnad as ‘ H. H. the Nizam,’ 









designated now as ‘ H.E.H. the Nizam of Hyderabad and 
Berar.’ It is also gratifying that Your Exalted Highness’s 
Heir-Apparent will henceforward be styled ‘ H.H. the Prince 
of Berar.’ Our Royal Princes, General H.H. Walashan, 
Nawab Azam Jah Bahadur, the Prince of Berar, and 
Honorary General Walashan, Prince Nawab Moazzam Jah 
Bahadur, who received their education and administrative 
training under Your Exalted Highness’s care and guidance, 
have visited Europe and the different parts of India and are 
now engaged in shouldering the responsibilities of the ad¬ 
ministration of the State. The Royal Princes have been allied 
by matrimonial bonds of happy omen to the ancient Imperial 
family of the Ottoman Turks. This constitutes an event of 
great historical importance. We are now blessed with the 
young Prince, Nawab Mukarram Jah Bahadui', who is a 
source of joy and comfort alike to his father, H.H. the Prince 
of Berar, and his illustrious grandfather. Other significant 
events to be mentioned are the retrocession of the area 
administered by the Residency and the restoration of the 
Province of Berar under Your Exalted Highness’s undisputed 
sovereignty. 

It is a source of deep gratification and exultation for us 
to call to mind the fact that during this whole period, com¬ 
plete peace and tranquillity have prevailed throughout our 
vast Dominions. The past twenty-five years have witnessed 
great upheavals all the world over. The Great War and the 
woi'ld-wide economic depression shook the very foundations 
of peace and order throughout the world. The existing order 
of things was completely revolutionised, and the finances of 
almost every country in the world were shattered. While 
the other countries and peoples had to face severe retrench¬ 
ment, heavy taxation and unending troubles due to unemploy¬ 
ment, it is our great good fortune, under Your benevolent rule 
and protection and by the grace of the Almighty, to have been 
spared not only these natural calamities but even those that 
are the unavoidable result of the people’s extreme sufferings. 
It must, therefore, be attributed to Providential dispensation 
that while, on the one hand, unprecedented progress has been 
naade possible in every department of the Government, there 
have followed, on the other, all varieties of leform and 
improvement in the social and economic condition of the 
people. It was a natural corollary of this period of peace and 









progress that the Government as well as the people could keep 
alive those traditions which are expressed in the following 
eloquent couplet of His late Highness :— 

“ The close tie that binds the ruler and the ruled. 

Is a fact well known and acknowledged by all.” 

The services rendered and the contributions made by our 
Government and people in the Great War and during political 
crisis in British India, have, time and again, received due 
acknowledgment. The friendly relations that subsist between 
our Government and the British Crown, which had been fre¬ 
quently put to the test and were maintained with great 
sincerity and at considerable sacrifice on the part of our 
Government, have not only been acknowledged by the British 
Government but thankfully appreciated by Your Exalted 
Highness’s loyal subjects. 

The acknowledgment of favours is the practical expres¬ 
sion of their enjoyment. It is, therefore, meet and proper 
that we, the loyal and grateful subjects of Your Exalted 
Highness, should deem it appropriate, on this happy occasion, 
to enumerate some of the more prominent achievements of 
Your Exalted Highness’s progressive rule. 

The inauguration of the Executive Council is the most 
outstanding feature of Your Exalted Highness’s rule. By this 
gracious dispensation, the responsibility of administration has 
been jointly entrusted to the President of the Executive 
Council and the Departmental Ministers. 

The Military Department holds a conspicuous place in 
the administration of the State. In comparison with the 
other departments, this loyal and most devoted branch of the 
administration occupies a more honoured place by reason of 
the fact that its Commander-in-Chief is no other than His 
Highness, General Walashan, the Prince of Berar. In view 
of this precedence, an account of this department is given 
pride of place. 

The Nazm-e-Jamiat (Department of Irregular Forces), 
which is maintained at an expenditure of about Rs. 27 lacs, 
is an old institution of this State. The invaluable services 
rendered to the Asafjahi dynasty by the ancestors of the pre¬ 
sent loyal incumbents of this department, will always be 











enshrined in the annals of the Deccan. His Highness 
Walashan, the Prince of Berar and Commander-in-Chief of 
the Army, has in hand the scheme for the reorganisation of 
this department and is paying close attention to the different 
aspects of reform needed therein, without detriment however, 
to the ancestral claims of those who are likely to be affected 
by the contemplated reorganisation. The day, I hope, is not 
far distant when this department too will come to be recog¬ 
nised as an up-to-date and well-disciplined department 
working on modern lines. 

The annual expenditure of the Regular Forces at the 
time of Your Exalted Highness’s accession to power amounted 
to nearly Rs. 29 lacs. It has now reached Rs. 55 lacs. The 
meritorious services rendered by the State forces during the 
Great War of 1914 are too self-evident to be mentioned. 

Under the able leadership of H.H. Walashan, the Prince 
of Berar, great improvements have been brought about in the 
Regular Forces. Enormous sums, amounting to several lacs 
of rupees, have been spent in the construction of new barracks, 
purchase of horses and other necessary equipment of the 
various regiments. The reorganisation of the Foices on the 
lines of the British Forces has already been effected, and in 
all matters pertaining to the efficiency of the Forces, great 
progress has been achieved. The Regular Forces aie now 
equipped with most up-to-date arms. In manoeuvres, side 
by side with the British Forces, they have always earned a just 
meed of praise. It may also be mentioned here that^ the 
services of the officers of our Regular Forces aie sometimes 
lent outside the State as instructors in military schools or 
training centres, and the officers of the British Forces 
always sent commendable reports of the work done by these 
lent officers. Special attention is being paid to the training 
of the officers of the Regular Forces and, ever sirice tl^ en¬ 
forcement of new rules sanctioned by Your Exalted Highness, 
excellent results are becoming noticeable. 

The rank and file of both the Regular and the Irregular 
Forces are imbued with the traditional feelings of the deepest 
loyalty and devotion to the person of their King and to their 

Country. 

The City Improvement, started under the special atten- 








tion ana encouragement or i our xLixariea rugnness ana now 
working under the able guidance of Walashan, Prince 
Moazzam Jah Bahadur, is a memoidal of Your Exalted 
Highness’s happy rule. The objects of this department are 
to relieve the congestion in the City, to spread out the popu¬ 
lation, to widen the roads, to provide residential quarters for 
the poor and to beautify the City and improve its sanitary 
conditions. The expenditure of this department since 1322 F. 
up till now has been over 20 crores of rupees. It is due to 
the labours of this department that Hyderabad can now be 
reckoned as one of the most beautiful cities of India and may 
well be called the “ Queen ’’ of Indian cities. This depart¬ 
ment, keeping in view the principles of sanitation, has pro¬ 
vided many elegant modern houses for the poor and for 
persons of small means. There are 2485 such houses con¬ 
structed in different parts of the City. In different places in 
the City, parks have been laid out and playing fields for 
children provided. With the help of government building 
loans, many people in the City of Hyderabad as also in the 
districts, by building fine houses, laying out gardens and 
constructing large commercial buildings, have adorned the 
City and the district towns. Your Exalted Highness’s keen 
personal interest in the beautifying of the City is evidenced 
by Your Exalted Highness, on this auspicious occasion of the 
Silver Jubilee, conferring honour on the new Banjara Hill 
Extension by naming it the Jubilee Hill and giving it the 
privilege of Suburban Municipality. 

The wide and dust-proof roads, among which the bus 
road is worthy of mention, have greatly facilitated traffic in 
the City. 

Among the different departments of administration, the 
Department of Public Instruction, has received Your Exalted 
Highness’s most favoured attention, as a result of which it has 
made rapid strides in all its branches. In the year 1320 F. 
the total government expenditure on this department 
amounted to a little under 10 lacs, and the number of differ¬ 
ent schools and scholars receiving instruction in them stood 
at 1036 and 66,484 respectively. In the year 1344 F. the 
expenditure rose to one crore and 7 lacs and the number of 
schools and scholars, respectively, to 4336 and 2,90,192. This 
increase in the expenditure on Education and in the number 
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of schools and scholars under instruction is indeed important 
in itself; but this importance assumes greater weight when 
the nature of the work turned out and the results accrued | 
therefrom are taken into consideration. The results of Edu¬ 
cation as imparted 25 years ago were far from satisfactory. 
The education of the State was not then based on any clearly 
defined educational policy. The educational institutions were 
themselves affiliated to the Madras University. Owing to the 
somewhat high and inelastic standard of the Madias Uniwr- 
sity, a large number of students used to migrate to other 
universities in British India for purposes of education as well 
as of examination. Moreover, such migration was inevitable 
for purposes of professiori3.1 ^tid tecliiiical tiainiiig. liie 
number of successful candidates at the Middle School Exami¬ 
nation ranged between 200 and 250. The number oi 
graduates could almost be counted on the finger-tips. But 
to-day, as the result of Your Exalted Highness s gracious 
patronage and personal guidance, it has been made possible 
to provide facilities for almost every type of higher education 
within the State. Not only the boys, but the girls also of 
this State are receiving the benefits of higher education. I he 
Osmania University and its Bureau of Translation have 
revolutionised collegiate education in India by demonstrating 
in a practical manner the perfect feasibility and unquestmn- 
able success of the system followed in Hyderabad. Ihe 
academical bodies of British India, as well as those of Europe 
and Asia, are watching with interest and appreciation the 
work now being carried on at the Osmania University. A 1 
educationists of renown, whether of the East or of the Wes , 
are eloquent in praise of our scheme. Arts colleges for men 
and women, and the Medical, Engineering and Law col eges 
—all are working satisfactorily, as constituent colleges of the 
Osmania University. The spacious and imposing buildings 
of the University are rapidly becoming models of the acade¬ 
mical and residential institutions of Cambridge Oxford, 
America and Japan. It is hoped that Ae Osmania University 
would, by bringing about a happy and firm blending 
Hindu and the Mogul cultures with the culture of Ae ^est, 
remind us of the educational glory of Cordova and Baghdad 
In this connection, mention may also be niade of the Osmania 
Central Technical Institute, the Jagirdars College, the Asafia 
Library, the Dairat-ul-Maarif and the Madrasa-i-Nizamiah. 






V ery recenuy, me ooverairienc nave sanciionea i 
establishment of a Board of Secondary Education, which bi 
fair to becoming the precursor of a scheme of universal a: 
compulsory elementary education in the State. Spec 
attention is being paid to the education of the depress 
classes. The Department of Public Instruction is a 
sympathetically sponsoring the cause of the Boy Scout a: 
Girl Guide Movements and of Physical Education. 

Like the Department of Education, the Public Woi 
Department in all its branches has shown great progress a: 
has been of inestimable benefit to the Countrv. In the ve 
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completed. The extent of irrigation has been greatly enlarged 
by the renewal and repair of the old and famous tanks of 
Lakhwanram, Ramappa, Pakhal and Pocharam, thereby 
converting an area of over three hundred thousand acres of 
dry into cultivable land. The Nizam Sagar and its canals, 
as also the Osman Sagar and the Himayat Sagar, are con¬ 
sidered among the great irrigation works of India. 


Besides the imposing buildings in the City of Hyderabad, 
like the Osmania General Hospital, the Osmania Unani 
Hospital, the High Court, the Asafia Library, the Moazzam 
Jahi Market, the Museum, the Jubilee Hall, etc., hundreds of 
other buildings for Government officers, schools and dispen¬ 
saries have been constructed throughout the Dominions. A 






programme has been chalked out for the constiuction of 
buildings for all government departments, as also for the 
completion of roads and bridges in the Dominions. In many 
places in the districts, travellers’ bungalows and rest-houses 
have been built. Apart from the buildings in tlic Capital the 
headquarters of the subahs, the districts and the tahsils have 
been provided with government buildings which aie of gieat 
benefit and form a feature of the place._ During the last 
twenty-five years, the P. W. D., jn addition to its oidinaiy 
expenditure, has spent the following amounts on large pio- 
jects and works of construction •

Twenty-five years ago, the provision for the supply of 
water even in the City of Hyderabad was inadequate; maxiy 
parts of the City were either entirely deprived of running 
water or could not get a sufficient quantity of it. Now, thanks 
to the Osman Sagar, Hyderabad, Secunderabad and the 
environs are supplied with an abundant quantity of potable 
water: in this respect, Hyderabad can vie with the laiges’ 
cities of British India. In the districts, only Aurangabad was 
provided with the old system of canals, and to a lesser extent 
Nizamabad. In the district towns, the discomfort due to an 
insufficient supply of drinking water had b^ome almost un¬ 
bearable; but now, thanks to Your Exalted Highness s special 
orders, besides the extension of the existing Water Woiks in 
Aurangabad and Nizamabad, the scheme of Water Works 
has been extended to Gulbarga, Raichur, Jalna, Parbhani, 
Latur, Mahboobnagar and Nander, and these district towns 
are now provided with a plentiful supply of filtered water. 
Recently, a scheme of twenty lacs has been sanctioned arid 
the work started for the water-supply of Warangal ^ich 
after Hyderabad, is the largest city in the State. Water 
works schemes for the rest of the headquarters of the districts 
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ment which has completed 117 miles of drains. The expen¬ 
diture of this department has been estimated at one crore 
and 26 lacs of rupees. In the near future, a large portion of 
the City area will be able to take the fullest advantage of 
this scheme. It is this department which is responsible for 
completing 28 miles of cement roads at an expenditure of 
28 lacs of rupees, thus giving a distinction to Hyderabad 
among the cities of India. This is in addition to the roads 
constructed by the City Improvement Board. The benefits 
to health and facility in traffic derived from these dust-proof 
cement roads are obvious. This department is also making 
experiments to utilise the effluent for agricultural purposes 
and it is expected that it will succeed in its attempts. A 
scheme for the clearance of the river side and for the beauti¬ 
fying of it has been prepared and will soon be completed, 
which, when finished, will make Hyderabad rank among the 
most beautiful cities of the world. The City Improvement 
and Drainage schemes for the districts also have been taken 
in hand. 

The supply of Electricity in the Dominions was started 
in Your Exalted Highness’s reign; its use in Hyderabad is 
widely established; it has also been extended to the head¬ 
quarters of the districts of Aurangabad, Raichur, Nizamabad; 
it has just been started at Gulbarga also and its extension to 
other districts is under consideration. 













and number of articles delivered has risen from i crore and 
31 lacs to 3 crores and 28 lacs; money orders gone up from 
22 lacs to nearly 90 lacs; the system of value-payable parcels 
and savings banks was started in Your Exalted Highness’s 
reign, and, to-day, there is a sum of 97,00,000 in the Savings 
Banks. The expansion of public works and means of com¬ 
munication has been directly responsible for the increase of 
trade in the Dominions. In 1320 F. the total income from 
imports and exports amounted to 17 crores and 41 lacs; in 
1344 F. in spite of economic depression, it rose to 26 crores 
and 14 lacs. 

Special and full attention is being paid to public health 
and hygiene. Every taluq is now provided with a hospital. 
In districts, arrangements are being extended for the nursing 
and housing of patients and successful campaigns are being 
carried on against epidemics. The Osmania General Hospital 
at Hyderabad and the Civil. Hospital at Secunderabad pro¬ 


enforcement of the Municipal Act, the reorganisation of the 
Corporation has been brought about. In the headquarters 
of the districts and villages, Municipal Boards are being 
established and it is hoped that the rights that have been given 
to the people of Hyderabad City under the Municipal Act 
will be extended also to the inhabitants of the districts. 
Reforms are also being made in Local Fund affairs. The 
rural uplift work also has been taken in hand. 

With a view to improving the trade, industry and com¬ 
merce, the Secretariat of ‘ Commerce and Industry ’ was 










established by virtue of Your Exalted Highness’s firman. 
Under its control were placed the Departments of Agricul¬ 
ture, Industry and Commerce, Co-operative Societies, Boiler 
Inspection and Supervision of Mills. All these departments 
came into existence in Your Exalted Highne.ss’s rule. I he 
Veterinary and Mining Departments were also thoroughly 
reorganised. 

The Department of Agriculture has estalrlishcd large- 
scale model farms in Hyderabad and the subahs. In addi¬ 
tion to the.sc government farms, there liave come into exist¬ 
ence aided farms all over the country. In collaboration with 
the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research and the Indian 
Central Cotton Committee, T'csearchcs on the_ various pro¬ 
ducts of the country are being carried out. This department 
is also doing rural uplift work at Patancheru. Agricultural 
Welfare, Cattle and Poultry Shows are arrangtxl for the 
benefit of the public. The annual budget of this department 
is over 9 lacs. Suitable marketing arrangements have been 
made to provide facilities to the farmers to dispose of their 
produce. Laws have been made, a marketing officer has been 
appointed and, in the districts, markets are being supervised 
so that the people may be able to buy the produce at reason¬ 
able prices. 

The Department of Industry and Commerce also is 
progressing. Industrial exhibitions are organised from time 
to time. Our manufactures are sent to outside exhibitions. 
With a view to improving hand-made doth, the Cottage 
Industries Institute has been opened and arrangements have 
been made to sell all manufactured goods. In the vicinity 
of the City, a suitable area under the name of Azamabad has 
been set apart for purpo.ses of industrial works. Measures are 
being taken to preserve the old industries of Bidar, Patan, 
Aurangabad, Nirmal, Kareemnagar and Warangal. The 
Industrial Laboratory also is carrying on good work. The 
attention of Government in these matters has produced whole¬ 
some effects. Several weaving mills, cement and match 
factories have come into being and are working satisfactorily. 
A Sugar Factory is about to be established and a scheme for 
starting a Paper Mill is under consideration. 

Rules and regulations for purposes of supervising the 
Boilers, Machinery and general conditions of the workers 












were either formulated or suitably amended. Inspectors were 
appointed to inspect these and instruct or advise the proprie¬ 
tors. The Co-operative Department, which is a very great 
movement of the Osmania regime, has, during the last 22 
years, established 3000 Societies and Banks in the State. These 
Societies and Banks have 1,00,000 members. The Paid-up 
and Owned Capital of these Societies amounts, respectively, 
to one crore and 2-| crores. So far, an amount of 5 crores 
has been lent to the members, out of which 3^ crores have 
been realized. The future of this department in the matter 
of economic progress of the Country is very hopeful. 

The Veterinary Department is not only engaged in 
treating the cattle but in trying to improve the breed of horses 
and cattle. It also arranges for Cattle Shows at the time of 
urs and fairs. Mining also is becoming more profitable. Laws 
have been passed to better the conditions of the labourers. 

The Archaeological Department, which has succeeded in 
preserving so many historical relics, is another monument of 
Your Exalted Highness’s benign rule. The Osmania Museum 
was also established during this period. The Archaeological 
Department has done much to bring to the notice of Europe, 
America and Japan the ancient caves of Ellora and Ajanta. 
The tourists of the world have begun to pour in in large 
numbers to visit these places. Broadcasting has also been 
recently introduced. These manifold amenities have tended 
to accelerate educational progress and the general advance¬ 
ment of the country. The operations of the Printing Depart¬ 
ment have been greatly enlarged. The manufacture and 
popularising of the ‘Nastalique’ type and its employment 
and use on a commercial scale were rendered possible through 
the efforts of this department. This also is an outstanding 
achievement of Your Exalted Highness’s rule. This depart¬ 
ment has also undertaken the supply of stationery to the 
various departments of Government. 

In previous years, the amount of estimated Land Revenue 
was under Rs. 2^ crores. Now it exceeds 3 crores. On 
account of the agricultural depression for the past few years, a 
remission of 2 annas in the rupee and sometimes more is being 
made. During adverse seasonal conditions, the collection of 
land revenue in the affected areas is either wholly dropped 
or suspended. Liberal funds are being expended on famine 












relief works. Great attention is paid to the welfare and pros¬ 
perity of the agriculturists. Effective arrangements have 
been made for the maintenance of proper records of rights 
and for the transfer of lands. Rules and regulations have also 
been passed in this connection. Forced labour is now prohi¬ 
bited. An exhaustive enquiry is being conducted with a view 
to exploring the possibilities of relieving the agriculturists 
from the burden of indebtedness. The vast majority of Your 
Exalted Highness’s population consists of agriculturists who 
are used to carrying on their avocation ungrudgingly and 
contentedly. It may be predicted with certainty that all those 
facilities and amenities which are deemed necessary for the 
welfare of the agriculturists and which are now under the 
consideration of Government, will soon be brought into 
effective operation. Large sums from the government funds 
are loaned out to jagirdars to liquidate their heavy in¬ 
debtedness. Octroi duty has been abolished altogether and 
customs duties have been revised. Ad valorem duties have 
been substituted for per capita duties, as a result of which 
there has been a reduction of several lacs of rupees in the 
Customs revenue; but the change has proved of material 
benefit to the ryot and the traders and has afforded them 
great facilities. Proper rules and regulations have been 
framed and effective arrangements made for enabling the 
general public to enjoy appropriate facilities and the 
maximum benefit accruing from the Forest Department. 
Grazing cess has been totally abolished. In the matter of 
Excise, the policy followed by Government is to bring about 
a minimum of consumption by raising the prices of intoxicat¬ 
ing liquors and drugs and imposing effective restrictions on 
their use. The Temperance Movement is being actively 
patronized by Government. Private stills are closed and 
Government distilleries are established in Hyderabad City 
and at Nizamabad and other places. The Distillery at 
Nizamabad is showing satisfactory results. The Settlement 
Department is similarly undergoing reforms and improve¬ 
ment. 

There is a general and conspicuous progress recorded^ in 
the Judicial Department also. The jurisdiction of the High 
Court has been enlarged and a Small Causes Court has been 
established in the City. In the districts, select judges have been 
given powers to decide similar cases on the same lines. In 











the dignity and influence of the law courts. It is hoped that 
these improvements will go a long way to shorten the dura¬ 
tion of cases in pendency, and judgments passed will be put 
into execution without undue delays. 

The Department of Police has striven its utmost to 
improve peace and order, successfully to discharge its other 
duties and fully to keep pace with the more progressive con¬ 
ditions obtaining in British India. The City of Hyderabad 
is now provided with a Fire Brigade. The Legislative Council 
passed many beneficial and reformative laws. In yiew of 
Your Exalted Highness’s firman, reorganisation of the Legis¬ 
lative Council on a broader basis is now under the considera¬ 
tion of Government. 

The Ecclesiastical Department has also shown much 
improvement. This department has been guiding the various 
communities of the State to live in unison and harmony and 
to learn to be tolerant to one another. It has also been trying 
to take care of the Public Endowments. The crowning glory 
and the most distinguishing feature of the State is the entire 
absence of communal hatred and religious dissensions. 

A substantial increase was effected in the salaries of all 
government servants. The standard of qualifications neces¬ 
sary for government service was also raised and appointments 
are now very largely governed by educational qualifications. 

The Civil Service class was opened so that the best 
educated young men of the Country may be recruited for 












higher appointments on their own merits, as judged by a 
competitive examination, without recourse to personal efforts 
and recommendations. In the other avenues of employment 
too, whether civil or military, special importance is attached 
to educational qualifications and success in examinations. 

All these reforms and improvements would have been 
rendered impossible of achievement, had the finances of the 
State not been in a prosperous condition. The great success 
of the Finance Department is the most important feature of 
Your Exalted Highness’s rule.

It is due to this strong financial position of the State, 
that Government has been able to expend large sums on Edu¬ 
cation, Public Works, Irrigation and other administrative 
departments. Loans are sanctioned for purposes of higher 
education, for Commerce and for construction of houses. 
Such outside institutions also as are pngaged in useful activi¬ 
ties, continue to receive handsome financial aid from time 









to time. The generous attitude of Government has always 
been acknowledged with gratitude and good results have 
accrued from it. In keeping with the generally accepted 
principles of Public Finance in modern times, large balances 
are deposited with the Imperial and other Banks for promot¬ 
ing public business. The question of starting a State Bank is 
under consideration. It is hoped that the capital of the 
sahukars of the State as well as of the general public which 
will be forthcoming will be added to the business of the pro¬ 
posed Bank and advantageously utilized. This will greatly 
help local commerce and industry. The departmentalization 
of the budget and the circulation of Paper Currency are the 
most conspicuous and praiseworthy records of achievement to 
the credit of the Finance Department. The Finance Depart¬ 
ment has created large reserves for Debt Redemption, Famine 
Relief, Commerce and Industries and Rupee Stablization in 
coin and paper. The capital of all these is invested in gilt- 
edged securities. The budget for the year 1346 F. reveals 
that a sum of 1046 lacs has been invested in such securities 
and the Paper Currency Reserve in the shape of cash and 
securities is valued at 1247 lacs. 

Your Exalted Highness’s loyal subjects cannot but 
acknowledge most sincerely the untold blessings showered 
upon them during Your Exalted Highness’s benign rule from 
which they are deriving the utmost benefit. The results of 
this good administration and general advancement are re¬ 
flected in the all-embracing progress of the people in every 
phase of activity. The population is also on the increase. 
At the time of Your Exalted Highness’s accession, the popula¬ 
tion of the State was 1,34,00,000. In the subsequent census, 
a fall of 10,00,000 was recorded due to famine, plague, the 
Great War and other causes. In the latest census, the popula¬ 
tion has risen to 1,42,00,000. To this may be added 35,00,000 
being the population of Berar which has now come under 
the sovereignty of Your Exalted Highness. 

There are unmistakable signs abroad of a general awaken¬ 
ing throughout the State. The tendency towards educational 
progress and social reform is evidenced everywhere. Associa¬ 
tions and institutions of all kinds are springing up all over the 
State. Amongst these, special mention may be made of those 
associations which relate to the Women’s Movement. It is 






gratifying to note the advance made in journalistic and 
literary fields. The Government has always encouraged the 
starting of charitable works under private agencies. It is 
hoped that, with Your Exalted Highness’s gracious attention, 
further aid and facilities in this direction will be forthcoming. 
Your Exalted Highness has also helped indirectly but magni¬ 
ficently every phase of welfare and progress not only of the 
people at large but of the jagirdars and nobles of the State. 
Particular mention must be made of Your Exalted Highness’s 
successful efforts in the direction of social reform and the 
eradication of unnecessary rites and ceremonies. 

The political reforms and the Federal Constitution are 
shortly to be inaugurated in India. It is a matter of profound 
satisfaction to Your Exalted Highness’s loyal subjects to know 
that the aim resolutely pursued by our Government has been 
that our State shall not join the Federation unless and until it 
is satisfied that, by joining the Federation, it will not forfeit 
a particle of its present sources of revenue and that internal 
autonomy and the special privileges hitherto enjoyed by it 
will remain absolutely unimpaired. 

Finally, the loyal subjects of Your Exalted Highness take 
this opportunity of offering their heartfelt felicitations and 
pray to the Almighty God that He would continued to shower 
His choicest blessings on their most gracious sovereign. It is 
their earnest prayer that the benign rule of Your Exalted 
Highness may continue long; that Her Exalted Highness, 
Hazaratha Dulhana Pashah may live long and happy; that 
the Princes Walashan may prove to be your Exalted High¬ 
ness’s right arm; and that Her Highness Princess Durre 
Shahwar Durdana Begum Sahiba and Princess Neelofer 
Farhat Begum Sahiba may always continue to be a source of 
inspiration in the matter of social reforms and the well-being 
of the loyal women of the State. We also pray the Almighty 
to confer upon the other Princes and upon Prince Mukarram 
Jah Bahadur and the Princesses His untold blessings. 

We further pray that the Almighty, in His infinite mercy, 
may give to our august sovereign and master still greater 
courage and strength, glory and renown, extreme good 
fortune and success in everything. May the throne of the 
Asafjahis remain for ever firm and unshaken :

Free rations have been sanctioned in the majority of 
units. 

A Cantonment administration is in process of formation 
to ensure the better administration of the Military areas. 

Thanks to the foresight shown by Your Exalted Highness 
in the reorganisation of the Army and to the continued 
interest which you have shown in the welfare of officers and 
men, units may soon be expected to reach a high standard of 
efficiency. All ranks of Your Exalted Highness’ Army are 
happy and contented.

Speech by His Exalted Highness the Nizam at Secunderabad 
on 20th February 1937. 

I greatly appreciate the sentiments expressed in the 
Address of the inhabitants of Secunderabad and Bolarum and 
the beautiful casket they have presented to me which I have 
much pleasure in accepting. 

2. I am glad to hear that some of the educational insti¬ 
tutions under the administrative control of my Government 
are also supplying the educational needs of the sons and 
daughters of my people living in that part of my territory 
which is under British administration. I am also glad to hear 
that many of the amenities introduced under my Administra¬ 
tion have also proved useful to you. 

3. I feel gratified by the references made in your Address 
to what I have been able to do under God’s will for the people 
of my Dominions without distinction of caste and creed. 

4. I appreciate the good wishes you have expressed and 
also your loyal congratulations on my Silver Jubilee, and I 
hope that the relations existing between all the peoples of 
my Dominions will continue to be marked by a spirit of 
mutual concord and harmony. I shall always look with 
sympathy on your aspirations and watch your progress with 
interest. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank you for the cordial recep¬ 
tion you have given me to-day.

I appreciate the trouble which the Freemasons have 
taken to come here and present to me their Address as they 
could not, according to the rules of their craft, have appeared 
in a public place in their masonic robes and regalia. At the

The ancient Craft of Freemasonry has been practised 
for many years in my Dominions where several Lodges exist 
and are being worked regularly. I consider Freemasonry 
to be an influence for good as it promotes brotherly feeling 
among men, whilst the masonic banquets are happy social 
gatherings where men of every caste and creed meet and dine 
together. This promotion of brotherly feeling is specially 
valuable in a country like India, divided as it is by castes and 
religions. Besides this, a great deal of charitable work is done 
among the poor by the Freemasons with their own funds, but 
all these useful activities^ are without any political or other 
ulterior aim. The Craft is, therefore, of genuine services, and 
my appreciation of its utility to my people has been shown by 
the fact that an ancient and beautiful building, viz., the 
Goshamahal Baradari, has been set aside for the use of all the 
three Lodges in Hyderabad after being repaired and altered 
so as to suit the purposes of Masonic Temple. General Sir 
Terence Keyes, a distinguished British Resident, who was a 
great personal friend of mine, took a keen interest in this 
matter, and his portrait befittingly decorates the wall of the 
Temple. 

In conclusion, I may assure you that so long as Free¬ 
masonry continues to spread its beneficent influence in my 
Dominions under the constitutions which govern its Lodges, 
it will always continue to receive my countenance and pro¬ 
tection. I wish your Lodges all prosperity and a long period 
of usefulness for many generations to come.

Speech by His Exalted Highness the Nizam in reply to the 
Speech of General Nicholson on the 
i^th March 1937. 

The Hon'’ble Resident, General Nicholson and Officers 

OF THE Secunderabad Garrison. 

I thank you and the British and Indian Units stationed 
within my Dominions sincerely for the kind congratulations 
they have offered me, through you, on the occasion of my 
Silver Jubilee; and for the cordial manner in which you have 
proposed and drunk my health. 

It has given me great pleasure to dine with you to-night 
and in this way to lay stress on the friendly relations that 
have so happily existed between the British Garrison on the 
one hand, and my State and its people on the other, for more 
than a century. I consider these cordial relations, and 
specially the pleasant social intercourse between us, to be one 
of the best features of life in Hyderabad, and I hope that 
these ties will become cemented still more closely as time 
goes on. 

I can assure you that the British connection is of inesti¬ 
mable value to me. The British Forces are the best guarantee 
of peace and order wherever they are stationed. My own 
State Forces have reached a high standard of efficiency owing 
to the able organisation and leadership of their British Chief 
of the Staff and other British Officers lent to my State from 
the British Army, whilst my Imperial Service Troops which 
form, I believe, a strong link in the chain of our common 
defence, owe much to the training they have received from 
British Officers, and by manoeuvring with British units in the 
field of exercise. 
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
